The contractors havé conipleted 
the construction of the cold stor- 
age compartments in the butcher 
shop of the néw Hull block. The 
refrigeration installed is of the 
cylinder dry air system, similar to 
that in use in the government 
creameries, ind one of thé most 
efficient cheap cold storage systems 
yet invented. The meat compart- 
ment is about ten feet square with 
perfectly insulated walls of two or 
ormore thicknesses of matched 
lumber and a lining of paper. The 
air is kept frozon by aset of gal- 
vanized iroh drums,whicli are filled 
from a smashing floor above with 
ice and salt, the tubes being re- 
duced to a temperature so low as 
to freeze all moisture froin the at- 
mosphere and to involve refrigera- 
tion dry ard comparatively free 
from mould, This syster is very 
much in edvanée of that used in 
nearly every meat housé of the 
smaller butchér shops. At the 
rear is a cold chamber for ene 
storing.

Love Finds

but your own head and hands. These 1 have 
conscientiously striven to prepare for the battle 
of life. 

I am aware, my dear boy, that this letter will 
come to you in the shape of a most disagreeable 
surprise, but it comforts me to reflect that your 
equipment for self support ia much better than I 
ever had, and with youth and health on your 
side there is nothing to affright you in begin- 
ning at the bottom of the ladder instead of at 
the top. 

Doubtless you will be glad to know that Brox- 
ton Hall has passed into the ownership of Mr. 

The place, as I have said, was fast 
going to wreck and under any circumstances 
would have been a most unprofitable piece of 
property for you.

There was nothing in the wording of 
this letter to which Tom could take ex- 
ception, but the information it contain- 
ed came to him with the stunning force 
of a blow struck by an unsuspected as- 
sailant.

I am not dismayed at the prospect of hav- 
ing to go to work. In fact, I had planned to 
buckle down to hard work as soon as | got 
through with my studics, It seems now that my 
virtuous plans have turned into stern necessities. 

Whatever is ahead of me, sir, I hope I will be 
able to meet it as my father’s son should. The 
office of guardian must be at best an arduous and 
thankless one. You have now had entire control 
of my affairs for seven years, during which time I 
have never given them a thought. It was enough 
for me to know that my father loved and trusted 
the man he had selected for my guardian. Doubt- 
less my majority will come to you as a great re- 
lief. 

I thank you for your invitation to be your 
guest while examining the mass of papers that 
must have accumulated on your hands, The in- 
vitation I must decline. [He was thinking of 
Olivia and of the impossibility of his staying un- 
der the same roof with her now.] Doubtless I can 
put up somewhere in Mandeville for the few days 
which I must devote to getting a better under- 
standing of my affairs. Of course I presume that 
in justice to you all those papers will have to be 
gone over, 

Up to the time of writing this letter I confess 
to feeling se stunned that I can hardly yet grasp 
the fact of my paupership. I will be with you 
as soon as possible after reaching America and 
will then relieve you of all further care of my 
tangled affairs. 


Unmixed satisfaction was scarcely 
the uppermost sensation in Horace 
Matthews’ soul as he read this manly 
letter.

CURIOUS CITY GARDENS. 


In London Crops Are Raised in a Barrel 
or an Open Umbrelia. 


Many people have such a deeply 
rooted love for flowers that they 
will go to any amount of trouble to 
raise a few blooms even under the 
most apparently impossible circum- 
stances. 

Instances of this occur in the East 
End of London, where sometimes the 
only availuble garden is a barrel. In 
order to make the most of this, 
however, it is bored all over the 
sides with holes about two inches in 
diameter, into each of which a plant 
of some description is placed, in ad- 
dition to those planted in the usual 
way on the top, so that a good dis- 
play is obtained, in the »ninimum 
amount of space. These barrels fre- 


quently look very pretty snd effec- 
tive when all the plants ure in 
bloom,

Tuese 
small allotments are, however, 
greatly appreciated and carefully at- 
tended, despite the fact that the 
time taken in getting to und from 
them plays sad havoc with their 
owners’ scanty leisure. 

Of gardens in cemeteries, their 
appears to be only # swlitery exam- 
ple in this country, the one which 
Sir Joseph Baxton of Crystal Tal- 
ace fame formed at Coventry. In 
the United States, however, there 
ure many gardens of this «ind, not- 
ably at Boston, Brooklyn and Fhila- 


delphia, and they might, with ad- 
vantage, be copied in cur ceme- 
teries. 

Gardens may be made on open 


umbrellas as far as obtaining a sub- 
stantial crop of mustard and cress 
is concerned. It is only necessary to 
open the umbrella, wet it thorough- 
ly, and sprinkle the seed over it. If 
the fabric is kept damp the seed will 
soon begin to sprout, and in a few 
weeks a nice quantity of the salad 
may be cut. The same thing may be 
done in a dinner plate with the aid 
of a strip of an old flannel shirt, a 
piece of felt, or other similar cloth, 
provided it is kept moist. —London 
Mail.

Find of Scuiptured Stones 


Four sculptured stones were recent- 
ly found at the site of am ancient 
church at Old Jedward, five miles 
from Jedburgh. Three of the stones 
have the chevron or zigzag orna- 
ment, but fhe work is shallow and 
nothing like so fine in execution, as 
that of the similar design in various 
parts of Jedburgh Abbey. Mr. Wal- 
ter Laidlaw, Abbey Gardens, has 
taken charge of the stones, and has 
got the opinion of an authority that 
the sculpture is of the early Norman 
period, and that the stones have 
formed part of an arch. Old Jed- 
worth, as it was formerly called, is 
a very ancient place; and the chapel, 
of which these stones are presumab- 
ly relics, was founded by Ecgred, 
Bishop of Lindisfarne, who died in 
the year 845. It is situated on 
what is called Chapelhaugh, by the 
side of the Jed. There were two Jed- 
worths, and this place, which has 
gone to decay, has been long known 
as Old Jedword, but Jeffrey, the his- 
torian of Roxburghshire, doubts if 
there is any authority for holding 
that the hamlet on the Jed is older 
than the burgh. The appellation 
Old Jedworth had been conferred on 
it in modern times, and without re- 
ference to its being founded anterior 
to the existence of the royal burgh.

WORRY AT CUSTOM HOUSES. 


Women Shonld iinow the Law Be- 
fore They Travel Alone. 


If there is one thing more than another 
which makes a woman wish that she had 
never been born under the stars and 
str@es, it is the annoyance and worry eu- 
tailed upon her through the customs in- 
spection when she returns from Europe 
for the first time. 

The discomfort begins about the time 
the lightship is sighted—it may be the 
day previous, Everybody asks everybody 
else for advice, Old travelers swap ¢x- 
periences, harassing and disconcerting 
the green traveler with grewsome tales 
of these ogres, the customs officials. 

Signing the declaration dewn the bay 
as to what is dutiable and what is not 
first introduces you to them. It is nota 
happy moment. You are not yourself. 
The tales of the old travelers—more often 
the wide margin which they have left 
for the tales untold—have worked you 
into a state bordering on nervous fren- 
zy, and you are almost conyinced that 
you yourself must be a real live “sus- 
pect” for whom the authorities have long 
been looking.

Of 
course, it is presupposed that no portion 
of your dress has been utilized for stor- 
ing away questionable articles. 

One regulation gives you your first 
help. Presents must be declared, no 
matter how small their value, The term 
is elastic, however, and does not need to 
include anything which can be used by 
yourself, Paying the duty on your pres- 
ents settles the question, 

Another secret of success lies in your 
smile, If you have traveled much on the 
continent and looked after your own bag- 
gage, you have learned the value of a 
smile—a distinctly feminine smile, bear- 
ing good will to man. It is a great lever 
and as useful in New York as abroad. 

Again, it is necessary that you be 
among the very first in signing your 
declaration, before the official is worn 
out by the idiotic and evasive answers 
of both men and women, for when the 
question comes of declaring nothing duti- 
able among one’s baggage men as well 
as women are given to evasion, 

Once on the wharf the same rapidity 
must be used in getting your baggage to- 
gether and then securing your inspector 
while he is still in a good humor.

I haye been breeding standard bred 
poultry for about ten years. Previous 
to this I thought anything that wore 
feathers and resembled a hen would 
answer the purpose, but experience has 
taught me better. 

I have been breeding Buff Plynféuth 
Rocks almost from their introduction 
and have found them very profitable 
both for fancy and market purposes, 
I want to tell your readers the results 
I obtained from an investment of $12 
in Buff Rock eggs a year ago this 
spring, as I have kept a strict account 
of the chicks raised and the profit de- 
rived from them separate from the 
rest of my flock. I sent a noted west- 
ern breeder $12 for 45 Buff Rock eggs, 
and he was to send.me eggs from kis 
best birds. These 45 eggs were set the 
20th of April, 1900, under some game 
hens which I borrowed from a neigh- 
bor. ‘hese hens were the worst things 
to break eggs I ever had any expert- 
ence with, for when hatching day 
came (May 11) there only remained 85 
eggs in the nests. Irom the 85 eggs 80 
strong, healthy chicks were hatched. 
Not satisfied with breaking eggs, these 
pesky game hens trampled two chicks 
to death in the nest, which left me 
with only 28 chicks, and I raised the 
whole 28 to maturity. Now, to show 
the profit I have made on these 28 
chicks to date (April 20, 1901), I quote 
from my poultry account book. 

After culling out and selling surplus 
birds I had left nine females and two 
cockerels, which were kept for breed- 
Ing purposes. Following !s the ac 
count as it appears in my account book: 

Sold five cockerels at $1, $2.50, 75 
cents, $5 and $3 respectively; one pair, 
$5; 100 incubator eggs, $5; eggs for 
hatching to date (April 20), $11; sold 
eggs to stores during winter, $5.15; 
used In the house four dozen, $1; total, 
$39.40. 

My expenses were: Eggs for hatch- 
ing, $12; express, 60 cents; feed and 
other expenses, $11.36; total, $23.96; 
profit, $15.44, or an average of a trifle 
over $1.44 per head, including male and 
females, with the original nine females 
and two males yet on hand, which, 
figuring from the average price by 
which the other stock was sold ($2.15), 
would be worth about $23.65, or a total 
drofit of $39.09, 

There Is a prevailing idea among a 
very large class that a hen js a hen and 
one is just as good as another, so L 
quote the above for the benefit of this 
class. Poultrymen who have and are 
making the business a success will tell 
you that standard bred poultry is the 
most profitable in every way, and this 
decision comes from knowledge and ex- 
perience in their business.—Henry, 
Trafford in Poultry Keeper.

Keening Rounds in Condition, 


Fred Grundy, 
side, tells us he has been watching 
“road-keeper’’ care for ten miles of 
black earth road, and he has kept it 
in good condition, not by macadam- 
izing it or by covering it with eruch- 
ed stone, but by providing good 
drainage, by tile in most places, to 
take the water off, and by digging 
out some of the worst places about 
18 inches deep and filling with brok- 
en brick, tile, coal, cinders or what- 
ever will. make a firm foundation, 
and allow water to drain through. 
Then if the roads are rounded up to 
allow the water to run off and they 
get a little attention after every 
rain, they are easily kept in good 
condition, The results are much bet- 
ter and the cost much less than they 
were for the annual turnout of the 
district to mend, or often to make 
worse the roads, the job being ex- 
pected then to be done until the same 
season comes around another year. 


Water Drinking in Summer. 


Many years ago I knew the man- 
ager of a copper works. It was his 
habit in hot weather to provide pots 
of water with some oatmeal in it 
(said to be less dangerous for heated 


men than plain water), and from 
these pots the furnace men helped 
themselves to as much as they 
would,

ed before beginning work, and one or 
two other men were weighed; they 
all had their usual meals, but the 
one man had _ not any intermediate 
oatmeal drinks.

LIKE TO GO TO FUNERALS. 


in Farm and Fire-| @yomen Who Attend All the Morta- 


ary Services They Can. 


Undertakers say that hundreds of peo- 
plo make a practice of going around from 
church to church to attend the various 
funeral services, It is a notion of recent 
growth, but is becoming very popular, 

The special attraction in the case of 
Catholic churches is said to be the fine 
music which usually attends the celebra- 
tion of a solemn high mass for the repose 
of the soul of the dead. Where the serv- 
ices of more than two clergymen are em- 
ployed the attraction is all the greater, 
the undertakers say. 

“It is rapidly becoming the popular 
thing,” said one of the latter. “I thought 
it odd at first and wondered how it was 
that the same faces were to be seen at so 
many church funerals. I made inquiries 
and learned that a number of women 
make it a rule to scan the death columns 
every morning to pick out what promises 
to be a fashionable funeral service. 

“Some of them go over to Brooklyn and 
Jersey even to satisfy their craving for 
pomp and sweet music. The mere fact 
that in. many church funerals a card of 
admission is required does not seem to 
keep them away eitlier. The sexton of 
one of the biggest churches on“lifth ave- 
nue told me that he knew more than 500 
women who make a practice of attend: 
ing church funerals. He added that it 
would be impossible almost to drag these 
same women to a church wedding. There 
is something so magnetic in church funer- 
als as to be simply irresistible to them. 
Why it is so I can't say.” 

The pastor of one of the biggest church- 
es in Brooklyn was asked to give an opin- 
ion as to the influence which induces wo- 
men to attend church funerals indiserimi- 
nately, and he replied that it was a weak- 
ness to see and be seen rather than any 
desire to listen to the organ and the choir 
during service. 

“T have noticed,” said this clergyman, 
“that some of these women attire them- 
selves in mourning whenever they attend 
services of this kind, regardless of the 
fact that they may have had no acquaint- 
ance with the deceased or his family. 1 
have seen these women in the most gaudy 
frocks in the afternoon after the funeral 
services in the morning. It is just a wo- 
man’s idea about keeping her mind amus- 
ed, { suppose, though I must say it is 
stretching the imagination a long way. 
Hundreds now go to church funerals five 
or more times a week, and it is my candid 
opinion that they could not be dragged to 
church for any other purpose’ 


RAILWAY RUMBLES. 


The island of Formosa has only one 
railway line.

“Bananas and plantains.” writes @ 
Honduras correspondent of tue Boston 
Herald, “tare of course grown almost ey- 
erywhere, and while in camp it was my 
custom to purchase bananas for our par- 
ty. And such bananas, of red or yellow 
variety, just os we might select, but in 
every case large bunches almost as high 
as aman and weighing over 100 pounds 
each! 

“One of the many purchased was of 
the red variety and contained by actual 
count 262 bananas and was over 5 feet in 
height. 
9% inches long and 9 inches round. ‘They 
were brought from the plantation of an 
Indian, who traveled with the bunch on 
his back and held to his head by a leather 
strap. He crossed the Chiquilla river five 
times, and his price for this bunch was 1” 
cents in our money. 

“Our custom was to eat raw when ripe 
or fry them. Our cook’s way of prepar 
ing them was to roll them in flour s0 as 
to avoid their sticking to the pan.” 


Economies of the Flat. 

The flat is economical in other ways 
than are involved in the solution of the 
servant problem and the payment of large 
rents and gas bills. They discourage fads 
and collections. No dweller in a flat can 
accumulate pictures, books, coins, min- 
erals, postage stamps, children or porce- 
lains, because there is no place to put 
them, Therefore he puts his money into 
his stomach and the bank, With the in- 
crease in flats bas come the disappear:
